OPPOSE RED CROSS LAWS. 


SUSPENDED MEMBERS ISSUE A 
STATEMENT TO PUBLIC. 


Claim They Were Put Out of the Socie- 
ty Under Rule Adopted in Illegal 
Manner—Deciare Their Only ur- 
pose Has Been to Benefit the Socie- 
ty and Introduce Business Methods 
im Handling Funds—Are Not Attack- 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—{Special }— 
The twenty-three suspended members of the 
National Red Cross society have issued a 
public statement in which they say they were 
ordered out of the society because they 
sought to conserve its best interests and be- 
cause they objected to the unbusinessiike 
methods being applied to the management 
ofaffairsn. 

The suspended members deny the authority 
of Mr. Phillips’ committee to act and say 
that committee is proceeding under bylaws 
illegally adopted, and which bylaws con- 
travene the charter of the society by pro- 


| Viding in their first article and section that 


the ‘annual meeting of the American Red 
‘Cross shall be held each year, the time and 
place to de 8 by the executive 
committee,’ whereas gton is the 
proper meeting place, fies that the new by- 
laws “ violate the purpose and intent of. the 
charter granted by congress in that théy con- 
stitute a system which invades the chartered 
rights if it does not practically disfranchise 
all the members of the association, except 
the few whom the president may appoint on 
committees; and, as one person may serve 
on several committees, it is in the power of 
the president to commit all the real power 
of the corporation into the hands of less 
than one-tenth of the membership.” 


Intent of Congress Disregarded. 

After further comment on the “ new by- 
laws,” the statement continues: These by- 
laws which begin by asserting the power of 
the executive committee to remove the home 
of the American Natidnal Red Cross from the 
District of Columbia, in which congress de- 
clared it should be, end by vesting effectively 
in one person all those powers which con- 
gress intended should be exercised by the 
corporations it had named and their suc- 
cessors, with an added provision that ren- 
dered them practically irrepealable. 

“Such a system, we submit, would not meet 
the approval of the American people, even if 
these bylaws had been regularly adopted 
after fair debate. But, secondly, these ‘ new 
bylaws’ were not, we insist, fairly or legally 
adopted. 

The extent of our offense te—and the new 
‘bylaws seem to have been designed to punish 
this offense at present and prevent its repeti- 
tion in the future—that we ventured to-criti- 
cise the business methods of the socjety, to 
insist that these methods should be improved.

FEELS A STRIKE.

Harvester Trust Employes, 


2,000 Strong, Quit There; 
500 Out at the Me- 
Cormick Works. 


Issue Over the Right to Organ- 


‘ize and International Offi- 
cers of Union to 
Take Charge. 


Organiged labor opened war on the har- 
Vester trust yesterday by stampeding to a 
strike over 2,000 of the employés of the Deer- 
ing division and over 500 men in the McCor- 
mick plants. The leaders hope to spread the 
fight today and get every worker to join 
them. Officers of the Deering company mini- 
mize the importance of the movement and be- 
Heve it will amount to little. 

The only ie for the te 
organize. When this was refused discontent 
appeared. Then followed the discharge at 
the Deering division of the men who have 
been agitating, and as a result the stampede 
was started. International officers of the 
various unions were notified, and promptly 
assumed control of the situation. . 


Many Policemen on Guard. 


Last night the north side plants of the Deer- 
ing company were under police protection. 
Six policemen stood at each gate, but the 
union pickets found a way into the buildings 
and succeeded in getting over 200 girls to 
leave the night shifts. As they passed out 
they yelled and cheered, attracting the at- 
tention of some of the laborers, who, on being 
notified, joined the strike. 

The main body of the strikers gathered at 
Social hall, Belmont and Paulina streets, as 
soon as they quit work and while the police 
were arriving at the plant they were holding 
an enthusiastic meeting. 
crowded into the place and made vague plans 
for continuing the struggle. These were later 
crystallized by the leaders. 


Story of the Strikers. 


A week ago, according to the story of the 
strikers, Supt. Chris Borg began discharging 
men who were metal workers and members 
of the Uniged Metal Workers’ union. A meet- 
ing of that organization was called and it was 
decided to protest. A committee, headed by 
F. C. Franke, was appointed. 

When they arrived at Mr. Kennedy’s office, 
Franke was asked to step in and the others 
were left in an anteroom. 
office two hours and then a messenger came 
with his tools and shop clothes, and he was 
told that his services were no longer needed. 
As soon as he announced this to the commit- 
tee preparations were made for the stampede. 

As the men passed out of the shops at noon 
many of them were stopped and told to quit. 
The union men promptly obeyed'and the non- 
union men, catching the spirit, joined with 
them. The enthusiasm spread to the twine 
girls and 200 of them went out. The engi- 
neers and firemen talked to their officers and 
asked to be allowed to strike, but were held 
back to await developments. .

A Real Jekyll and Hyde. 


Had Robert Louis Stevenson made a care- 
ful search of the civilized world he could 
have found no better character model for 
his Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde than Albert 
J. Adams—Mr. Adams, the successful real 
estate operator, banker, and retiring man of 
business affairs—“ Al Adams, the policy 
king, whose fortune of millions was built 
out of the pennies of the ignorant and weak, 
the pitiful earnings of old men and women, 
and of the urchins of the street. Few men 
possess a dual character as does this man. 
It is because of the vile form of gambling 
out of which his fortune has been amassed. 
as well as his peculiar habits of personas 
economy and the manner in which he has 
forsaken, as soon as they got into trouble, 
the creatures who have been his willing or 
unwilling tools that Al Adams has come 
to be known as the meanest man in New 
York and the greatest disappointment that 
has ever come into the life of this man has 
arisén out of his inability to purchase with 
his great wealth a position in society for 
his children. He has believed until recently 
that gold would wipe out any stain that 
might attach itself to his character. 
Adams was formerly a brakeman, and 
when he left off roading and came to 
New York he lived with his wife and young 
children down in lower Eighth avenue.

But, as years progressed, the Adams army 
was ever industriously at work, and his 
fortune swelled so rapidly that he could 
hardly realize the change of circumstances. 
He made large investments in real estate, 
and, being possessed of real shrewdness, his 
investments prospered, until today his real 
estate holdings in New York are easily worth 
32.000.000. 

He purchased shares in several banking in- 
stitutions, until he became a factor of in- 
fluence in more than one. He was elected to 
directorates, and men who knew little of him 
except that he had money shook him by the 
hand, yet they would have refused to recog- 
nize him had they known the realman. He 


purchased a brewery. Downtown merchants 


borrowed from him. 

The fight that ended in Adams’ conviction 
and sentence to- Sing Sing was started by 
Capt. F. Norton Goddard, who took an in- 
terest in those who worked for him and were 
being ruined by policy. Adams fought, but 
the law beat him.

Hinman’s First Appearance. 

At 9:30 George W. Hinman, accompanied 

by his attorneys, Judge R. M. Wing and 
Charles H. Aldrich, and his stenographer, 
was called before the committee. 
The committee was divided as to whether 
or not Mr. Hinman should give his testimony 
before the committee. The attorneys for 
Mr. Hinman took the ground that as he had 
been summoned before the bar of the house 
tomorrow he would not be required to give 
his testimony before this committee. 

A legal argument as to the scope of the 
committee’s authority was in progress at 10 
o’clock, when the discovery was made that 
several newspaper men were on the roof of 
an adjoining building within hearing dis- 
tance. A hasty adjournment was then taken 
downstairs. 

Here there was a resumption of the legal 
argument as to the testimony of Mr. Hin- 
man. It was finally decided that his attor- 
neys should be permitted to be present, but 
that no one else would be allowed to be pres- 
ent, and accordingly Mr. Hinman's stenog- 
rapher was excluded from the room. 


Big Mass of Manuscript. 


Then Attorney Aldrich took the floor and 
produced a large mass of manuscript. He 
wanted to read it to the committee. It con- 
tained everything Mr. Hinman knew or 
guessed as to what happened in Springfield 
this session, last session, the session before 
that, or the session before that. 

Representative Bundy, however, raised the 
point that Mr. Hinman was here to answer 
specific questions as to what he knew about 
bribery in connection with the Mueller bill, 
as charged in the editorial embodied in the 
resolution of the house, and furthermore his 
reason for his statement that not only had 
bribery been attempted to secure the passage 
of the Mueller bill but that bribery actually 
nad been accomplished and money paid to 
members of the legislatur 
he said, should not be div ted from the main 
issue by attempts to lug in extraneous mat- 


ter. 
Hinman and 8 Arrive. 


Hinman arrived in Springfield in the af ter- 
noon. He brought with him Congressman 
William. Lorimer and his two lawyers—ex- 
Judge Wing and former Solicitor of the 
Treasury Charles Aldrich. As soon as the 
four men got out of the train they were 
driven to the executive mansion. After a 
consultation with the governor, in which 
the lawyers participated, they came to the 
hotel, and Mr. Hinman announced his will- 
ingness to go before the committee, provid- 
ing his attorneys accompanied him. 

The reason given by the friends of Mr. 
Hinman for his demanding the presence of 
his lawyers while he was being examined 
by the committee was that Friday night 
Speaker Miller, not being thus protected, 
was asked and answered a number of ques- 
tions which a lawyer would have objected 
= as not being relevant to the subject mat- 

r. 

These questions were those which brought 
out the fact that before the speaker made 
his written statement to the house, charg- 
ing bribery in connection with the Mueller 
bill, he had been in consultation with Gov. 
Yates, George W. Hinman, Congressman 
Lorimer, Lieut. Gov. Northcott, ard Cicero 
J. Lindly, and had been persuaded by them 


| to do what he afterwards did. 


It is now reported that Hinman himself 
was the man who dictated the statement 
which the speaker made containing the brib- 
ery charges, and that it was written on the 
governor's typewriter by the governor's ste- 
nographer. This is one of the things, the gov- 
ernor’s friends declare, that is not a proper 
subject of inquiry by the committee, and the 
lawyers are needed at the committee meet- 
ing to prevent Hinman from being led into 
admissions similar to thése made by the 
speaker. 

Lindly Tells His Position, 


Before the meeting of the committee every- 
body connected in any way with the Lindly 
bill, from Cicero J. Lindly down, began to 
get much excited. Cicero J. stated for him- 
self that he never was in favor of the use 
of the gavel, which had caused all the trouble. 
Friends of Representative Shanahan made a 
similar declaration as to the position of the 
temporary speaker. 

Mr. Lindly also said he had been opposed 
in the conference to the speaker making the 
charges of bribery he had, and that the thing 
was done without his advice and approval 
on the insistence of other members of the 
conference in the governor's office. 

Altogether an attempt was made to allow 
Representatives Lindly and Shanahan to 
get out from under and leave with the 
governor, the lieutenant governor, Congress- 
man Lorimer, and Mr. Hinman the responsi- 
bility for the charge that money had been 
used to advance the Mueller bill. 

Earlier in the day Cicero J. Lindly was in- 
terviewed by a correspondent of a Chicago 
afternoon paper, and was quoted as making 
the following statement: 

When the speakership question began to 
along in December it was charged in the Chicaee 
papers that Lorimer was organizing the house for 
the purpose of passing another Allen bill. A meet- 
ing of the organization leaders was then held, and 
it was agreed that absolutely no traction legislation 
should be tampered with at this session. Miller 
was made speaker with this understanding, and I 
took the municipal corporations committee chair- 
manship on the same basis, 

When things got warm in Chicago I plainly saw 
that some action was necessary and asked to 
allowed to report out a municipal ownership bill. 
There was no end to the pulling and hauling on 
this question in the ranks. The trend of events 
shows that it was not the intention to report out 
the Mueller bill, and I will say here that I intend 
to fight for my own bill as long as I have a breath 
left. Iam not dependent upon politics for a living 
and I believe I am right. I am willing to take my 
chances now. 

I finally secured to report out a bill 
I wanted to go be- 
fore the house with it and give roll calls. I thought 
I could win, and the speaker and I were together 
on nearly every emergency proposition which has 
arisen on the subject. 

What was Miller to do when the men who gave 
him his position with the understanding that there 
was to be no traction legislation insisted that he 
carry out the bargain? \ 

I believe that any brave, courageous man, under 
the same circumstances, whether a mistake was 
made or not, would do as he did. 


Lindly Denies an Interview. 


Last evening when the interview was read 
here to Lindly he denied it. He said: 

“When I took the chairmanship of the 
committee on municipal corporations, I made 
the statement that I would not allow any 
municipal ownership legisiation which did 
not strictly Umit all franchises to twenty 
years. The matter was not talked about at 
the time of the contest over the speakership. 
I also have tnsisted that a full debate should 
have been allowed over the consideration of 
the Mueller bill in the house.“

„There is no fear of this vicious or spite- 
ful piece of legisiation becoming a law by 
the combined vote of Sherman and his fol- 
lowing and the democratic members. Gov. 
Yates stands between the people of Illinois 
and the combination.”’ | 

This is faken as an inspired utterance by 
the governor, and “ the vicious or spiteful 
piece of legislation referred to is the Muel- 
ler bill. Nothing has appeared, however, to 


make plain the governor's position as to the 


Lindly bill. 

The warning here: is understood to mean 
that the governor is in full accord with Con- 
gressman Lorimer and his friends in their 
determination that no municipal ownership 
bill of any kind shall passed at this legis- 
lature. In fact, the warning is considered 
so plain that the governor's letter, coinci- 
dent with the speaker’s charge of bribery, 
was referred to yostertay in a local paper as 
follows:

Unten support ce the part of both 
itors and shareholders of the Chicago Union 
Traction and the West and North Divi- 
sion street railway companies is asked in a 
formal gtatement issued last night by James 
H. Eckels, one of the three receivers placed in 
charge of the properties. Thestatement was 
issued because of the inclination of many 
' shareholders in the underlying north and 
west side lines to unite in behalf of their own 
properties and thus, possibly, cause friction 
with the receivers. 

A meeting of west side stockholders, as 
stated in THE TRIBUNE, will be held at 2:30 
o clock this afternoon in the office of W. H. 
Gray in the Masonic temple. The meeting, 
Mr. Gray says, will not be a hostile oné, but 
will canvass fully the position of the west 
Chicago system and probably will file with 
Judge Grosscup a formal statement and peti- 
tion asking that its interests receive the 
fullest protection. Then, if the Union Trac- 
tion defaults in the quarterly rentals due 
these, stockholders on May 15, more aggres- 
sive action may be taken. 


Statement of Mr. Eckels. 

The sole object of the receivers, says Mr. 
Eckels, in his statement, is to conserve the 
properties, so that yone shall be wasted or 
its value in any wise lessened. Every one's 
right—creditors, bondholders, noteholders, 
and stockholders—will be protected with 
absolute impartiality and fairness is the 

pledge given. 

“There is not now and there will not be 
any attempt to work out an element of ad- 
vantage for the one corporation over, the 
other, says the statement, but the aim 
Will be to maintain ‘unimpaired the existing 
rightS of each as they now are, so that at 
the end all stockholders, whether of the 
North Chicago, the West Chicago, or the 
Union Traction company, will be satisfied

The receivers have heard that here and 
there are some shareholders who, evidently 
from misinformation of the conditions sur- 
rounding the stocks of the three companies, 
are advocating separate action on the part 
of the North, the West, and the Union Trac- 
tion shareholders.

attention that there is a necessary de- 
pendence of relations between the three com- 
panies, with the Union Traction company 
occupying the position of least advantage.

Washington, D. C., April 27.—[{Special.}— 
James N. Tyner, former assistant attorney 
general for the postoffice department, will 
be prosecuted for the action of his wife in 
rifiing the government safe and abstracting 
public letters and documents. All doubt an 
this point was dissipated today when Post- 
master General Payne transmitted te Attor- 
ney General Knox a letter recom- 
mending that the matter be referred to the 
United States district attorney here with in- 
structions to submit the case to the grand 


jury. 

This course was decided upon at a confer- 
ence between the attorney general and the 
postmaster general. Aceompanying Mr. 
Payne's letter was a sworn statement made 
by acting Assistant Attorney General Chris- 
tiancy, giving a detailed account of the action 
of Mrs. Tyner and thosé who were with her 
when the safe was rifled.

Tells of Reconcentration Order. 

Gen. Miles directs attention to the acts of 
reconcentration by Gen. Bell and claims that 
they were in direct violation of law. He 
Says that the law also was violated in 
handling and buying large quantities of rice, 
which was sold at a profit. The people who 
were in the reconcentration camps were, says 
Gen. Miles, considered prisoners of war, 
but were compelied to buy food from those 
who held them at a large profit.” 

Gen. Miles characterizes this as unprec- 
edented. He speaks of the magnitude of the 
transaction, which involved 21,000,000 pounds 
of rice and other supplies, at a cost of $306,- 
320. He says that an extraordinary feature

Heroism Nearly Results in Death. 

An explosion following an outbreak of 
flames in the Morden frog and crossing 
works, Ninety-fourth street and Commerciai 
avenue, early this morning demolished the 
rear of the building and destroyed much ma- 
chinery. Frank Wanager, one of the work- 
men, in attempting to shut offa supply of gas 
and prevent injury to his fellow workmen, 
suffered burns from which he may die.

“OsTILITY TO THE MUELLER BILL. 
Chicagoans have announced themselves 


in favor of the municipal ownership of 


Street railroads, and have demanded eu- 
abling legislation. Corporations adminis- 
tering other public utilities —the gas 
business, for instance—are opposed to that 
legislation, not because they are iuterested 
in traction companies, but because they do 
not wish to see the camel of municipal 
ownership sticking his head into the tent 
in which they dwell. They are apprehen- 
give, and perhaps with reason, that the 
grant ot authority to operate street rail- 
roads will be followed by a demand for 
additional grants. 

Tus organization was appealed to to 
defeat dréaded legislation, and it agreed 
to do so. The matter called for delicate 
handling. It was not considered expedi- 
ent to deny bluntly and brutally the request 
of the city of Chicago for an enabling act. 
There was need of fiuesse.: The senate 
was allowed to pass the Mueller bill. Only 
one vote was cast against it. Then a pre- 
text was sought to justify the house in 
passing a different bill. The pretext agreed 
on was that the Mueller,bill was a dis- 
honest measure—that it was in the inter- 
est of the traction companies and that 
money was to be used to put it through. 
The scheme was to sidetrack the Mueller 
bill and force the Lindly bill toa vote. If 


‘it did not pass; the people were to be told 
that friends ot municipal ownership who 


refused to vote for it were alone responsi- 
ble for the failure of legislation. In the 
event of its, passage the program was for 
the senate to stand firmly by its bill while 
the house would have declined to recede. 
This is a method of preventing legislation 
which, if dexterously managed, is likely to 
blind the people. They think they see the 
desire of both houses to legislate on a par- 
ticular “subjéct thwarted by an unhappy 
disagreement as to details. Not being able 
to see beneath the surface, they are ignor- 
aut of the insincerity of the disagreement. 
The speaker and the “ steering commit- 
tee made a mess of their part of the pro- 
gram. They undertook to put it through 
in too high handed a way. The situation 
now is that the house has the Mueller bill.

The 
damages to property will vary just as the

ING BDWARD’S appointment of the 
painter, Edwin Austin Abbey, as 
member of the royal commission to the 
| St. Louls international exhibition is 

likely to attract particular attention, 
inasmuch as it definitely establishes the 
English nationality of this Philadelphia born 
artist, who for a number of years has made 
his home in the united kingdom, and who, 
like his fellow countryman, John S. Sargent, 
a Bostonian, has been elected a member of 
the Royal academy. : 

This is the first occasion, I believe, of a 
former American citizen, and especially one 
so identified with American art, being ap- 
pointed by the British monarch as a royal 
commissioner, an office which, though of a 
temporary character, gives him official rank 
and precedence, as well as the right to wear 
a gorgeous gold embroidered uniform. Ed- 
win Abbey is persona grata at the English 
court, and it may be remembered was spe- 
cially selected by King Edward to place on 
pictorial record the coronation ceremony. | 

Another royal commissioner of non-English 
origin, and who is likewise an artist, is Sir 
Laurence Alma Tadema,.the royal -acad- 
emician, who is a particular friend of King 
Edward’s sister, Princess Louise, duchess 
of Argyll. 

His daughter, an artist like himself, and 
who figures in many of his masterpieces, 
has been the companion and lady in waiting 
of the princess in many of her continental 
journeys. Sir Laurence is a Dutchman by 
birth, was born at Dronryp, in the Nether- 
lands, and was educated wholly in Holland 
and in Belgium. His wife is likewise a for- 
eigher by birth, and was an exceedingly 
handsome woman in her younger days. 

Lord Peel, the chairman of the royal com- 
mission and its executive chief, received his 
peerage for his long and meritorious service 
as speaker of the house of commons, and is 
the youngest son of the famous Sir Robert 
Peel, the premier of the early portion of 
the Victorian reign, besides which he is a 
godson of the great duke of Wellington, who 
took a special interest in him and was wont 
to remark to his father, that boy has got 
more brains than you suppose.“ 

Though by no means an old man, Lord Peel 
does not seem to belong to the present gen- 
eration. There is a certain quaintness about 
his calm and distinguished presence; his 
bow savors of old time courtesy, his conver- 
sation is clear, deliberate, each word ad- 
mirably chosen, his manner full of thought- 
ful kindness without demonstration—a court- 
ly, high souled gentleman of the olden school 
will best describe his character. It is said 
that no man living possesses a more pro- 
found acquaintance of the knowledge of the 
rules of the house of commons, and it was 
this, as well as his high personal character, 
which led to his election as speaker, and 
throughout the stormy period of the home 
rule agitation he maintained by his sagacity 
and fine judicial temper the dignity of the 
house in a manner which won the admiration 
of all parties. 

The most memorable scene which tran- 
spired during his term of office was the free 


sent from the chair when the broil began. 
Vainly his representative tried to assert au- 
thority. Order was lost in chaos, fisticuffs 
were indulged in freely on the floor of the 
house, and the oldest parliament in the 
world was turned into pandemonium. The 
instant the dignified form of the speaker ap- 
peared blows were arrested in midcourse, 
violent words died on the lips of the com- 
batants, a great hush followed the tumult, 
and by the time he had gained the chair a 
pin might have been heard to drop. _The ef- 
fect of Lord Peel's presence had been elec- 
trical. Thn came in due course the rebuke, 
and it was as severe as the occasion de- 
manded, but delivered with a composure that 
allayed angry feeeling. This was the great- 
est crisis which the house of commons in all 
its history of many centuries has ever known, 
and what might have developed into a scene 
even of bloodshed was quelled by the dom- 
inating personality of the speaker. 
— 

One thing which will commend Lord Peel 
to the people of his country is his wonderful 
sense of humor and his gift for story telling. 
Indeed, there are few more admirable ra- 
eonteurs to be found in English society. He 
is also exceedingly fond of animals,-and his 
Httle black Pomeranian spitz Topsy has been. 
his constant companion for years and has 
occasionally figuredin Punch's cartoons. Let 
me add that Lord Peel, who, like all other 
former speakers of the house of commons, 
enjoys a pension for life of $20,000 a year, 
is not a total abstainer, and keeps an - 
cellent cellar. If I mention this it is be- 
cause of the active part which he has taken 
im the cause of temperance, especially as 
ohairman of the parliamentary committee 
for inquiring into the liquor traffic, which 


latter he is convinced must be curtailed with- 


in its proper limits, 


— 

Lord Castletown, who is another of the 
‘royal commissioners, served in the army in 
the Egyptian war with some distinction and 
has spent a considerable time in this country, 
especially shooting in the Rocky mountains, 
where Lady Castletown, who accompanied 
him, used to act as cook of the party, and is 
on record as having om one occasion used by 
mistake a box of tooth powder in lieu of bak- 
ing powder in making the bread. 

An Irish peer and landlord, he is descended 
in a direct ine from Barnaby Fitzpatrick,who 
was tle whipping boy of King Edward VI. 
In the days when Henry VIII. was having 
his son educated it was not considered seem- 
ly for a royal prince to be flogged. Buta 
prince of the blood was quite as likely to need 
a good whipping as any other boy. So a 
whipping boy was provided in the person of 
Barnaby Fitzpatrick, son of an Irish chief- 
tain, calling himself lord of Upper Ossory, 


| and it was Barnaby who took the castigation 


which the prince incurred by his misdeeds, 
In this way he completely gained the good 
will and the affection of that royal youth, 
who, when he came to the throne, bestowed 
upon Barnaby honors and those estates which 
are now in the possession of his descendant, 
Lord Castletown. 

Lady Castletown is the only child of the 
late Lord Doneraile, who died of hydrophobia 
resulting from the bite of a tame fox, and ir 
a member of that family which is celebrated 
as having furnished the only woman ever 
created a freemason. This woman was Mrs. 
Richard Aldswoérth, daughter of the first 
Lord Doneraile, and, according to the popu- 
lar story, while still Miss St. Leger—that is, 
pefore her marriage—she hid in a tall clock 
in the room where a lodge meeting was being 
held by her father at Donerailecourt. There 
she remained while the initiation of a new 
member was.in progress, and thus acquired 
several of the secrets of the fraternity. When 
discovered the lodge presided over by her 
father insisted upon her joining it at once as 
the only way out of the difficulty, and it is 
satisfactory to know that to the end of a 
long life she faithfully kept the secrets with 
which she had thus become acquainted. Lord 
Castletown himself, by the bye, is one of the 
most prominent and active freemasons in 
Ireland. 

— 

Lord Plunkett, another Irish peer, and pri- 
vate secretary to the viceroy of Ireland; who 
has been appointed a royal commissioner to 
the St. Louis exhibition, enjoys an. alto- 
gether unmerited reputation for mendacity, 
A son of thatarchbishop, Lord Plunkett, who 
was primate of Ireland for so many years, it 
is on record that the prelate was found one 
day plunged in deep distress.

OF BOODLE CASE. 


Former Lieutenant Governor 
of Missouri Again Is Be- 
fore the Grand Jury. 


* 


Senate Clerk Says He Was Induced. 
to Alter Records After Leg- 
islature Had Adjourned. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 27.— [Special. 
April grand jury had a busy day today, and, 
as a resuit of its probing, uncovered more 
legislative rascality. John A. Lee, who re- 
signed as lieutenant governor yesterday, was 
again before the inquisitors, and gave addi- 
tional information as to the boodling in 
the general assembly in the sessions of 1901 
and 1908. For the greater part of two bours 
Lee was on the rack, 
Probably the most in and impor- 
tant information today was given in the 
testimony of R. B. Bridgman, journal clerk 
of the senate, who is said to have told the 
inquisitora that Senator James Orchard, who 
was chairman of the committee to which 
the alum bill was referred in 1901, kept the 
measure in his ssion until after the 
general assembly d adjourned sine die, 
when he hunted up Bridgman and induced 
him to enter upon the journal a minute to 
the effect that the bill had been regularly re- 
ported to the general assembly before that 
body adjourned, thus falsifying the official 
‘records of the senate. | 


Too Many $1,000 Bills Afloat. 

Herbery B. Martin, superintendent of the 
money order department of the postoffice 
branch in the Union station, was another im- 
portant witness. He told of a senator who 
stepped off a train from Jefferson City and 
asked him (Martin) to give change for a 
$1,000 bill. When told that there was not. 
that much change in the office’ this senator 
remarked it was impossible to get the bill 
broken at Jefferson City, as there were noth- 
ing but $1,000 bills in circulation there. 

The name of the senator has been with- 
held, but he is believed to be already under 
indictment.

MOCK TRIAL AT LAW SCHOOL. 


Students of Missouri University Make 
Fun of Legislative Boodle Charges 
in Their Annual Show. 


Columbia, Mo., April 27.—[{Special.)}—The 
students of the law school of Missouri uni- 
versity, following their annual custom, to- 
night presented a mock trial 
realistic scenery and startling testimony far 
eclipsed any former attempts. The scene 
of the trial was laid in hades, and the de- 
fendants were present, R. H. Jesse, Dr. C. 
W. Hetherington, M. L. Lipscombe, C. W. 
Brown, and Isadore Loeb, all members of 
the university faculty, who were charged 
with the grave offense of having poisoned 
three members of the general assembly be- 
cause the legislators did not favor a large 
university appropriation. P 

The case was called on earth, but as the 
three victims, Speaker Whitecotton and Rep- 
resentatives Atkinson and Duncan, could not 
be found, the case was taken on a change 
of venue to hades. By means of red, green, 
and blue lights the stage was given an un- 
canny appearance, which was carried out in 
the costumes, and the witnesses as they were 
called emerged apparently from a boiling 
furnace. 

Joseph W. Folk and E. C. Crow were attor- 
neys for the state, while Chester Crum was 
principal attorney for the defendants. The 
jury was made up of Blackstone, Shakspeare, 
Hamlet, Diogenes, Richelieu, Robert Inger- 
soll, Napoleon, Ananias, Brigham Young, 
Benedict Arnold, and 
Jesse James. 
Washineton was afterwards disqualified be- 
cause of the questionable hatchet story.

SEND “ULTIMATUM” TO W. K. 
YOUNG & BRO., WHO SIGN. 


Announce Their Intention of Sending 


a Similar Notice to H. o. Stone & Co. 


Today and of Striking if the Agree-- 


ment Is Not Indeorsed at Once— 
Strike in Melrose Flat in Lake 
View Won After a Few Hours. 


‘Troubles are in store for flat dwellers 


throughout the city in apartment houses 


where the owner has not signed the working 
agreement of the flat janitors’ union.

The campaign opened yesterday with a 
successful attack on W. K. Young & Bro., a 


firm that has control of over 170 flats on the 
south side: An ultimatum is to be presented 


to H. O. Stone & Co. today. 


Business Agent Feathers of the union ac- 
cused Young & Bro. of bad faith. He said 
the firm was a party to the working agree- 
ment signed by the real estate board and 
the union; but later refused to recognize the 


agreement. 
the last of April was not the proper time for 


such matters, as all the time was taken’ up 


by business. 
Feathers then framed an ‘“ ultimatum’ 
and sent it with the agreement to G. H. 


Young, informing him that if the signature 


of the firm was not on the agreement by 3 
o’clock in the afternoon every one of the 
janitors would stop work and the flats would 


be picketed. 


About 3 o'clock Feathers visited the office 
of the firm and soon departed with the signed 
agreement. News was sent to various build- 
ings declaring the fight off. : 

Strike at Melrose Flats. 

Early in the morning Business Agent 
Baueens, who has charge of the north shore 
locals of the union, opened the fight in his dis- 
triet by serving notice on all the owners who 
have failed to recognize him. On Sunday 
afternoon he scored what he asserts is the 
first distinct victory for the union in his sec- 
tion of the city. 

On Saturday afternoon Baueens had handed 
an agreement to S. Harmstrom of the Melrose 
flats, Evanston avenue and Melrose street. 
At 4 o’clock it was not signed and the two 
janitors were called out, the fires died down, 
and the house telephone went unanswered.

An indignation meeting was held and 
Harmstrom was told that something should 
be done.

Employes in a Tangle of Religion and 


Unionism and Strike Is the 
Result. 


For two years the employés of the Chicag 
Motor Vehicle company at Harvey, III., have 
declared that their work is the easiest in the 
county. “The firm is controlled by Seventh 
Day Adventists. and when its employés re- 
fused to work on Saturday instead of Sunday 
it gave them both days off. As a recom- 
pense the men agreed to work ten and one- 
half hours a day. 

The order was satisfactory until the men 
became members of unions and now trouble 
has appeared. Two weeks ago the machin- 
ists, iron molders, and brass workers filed 
agreements with the firm asking for a nine 
hour day. This was refused on the grounds

This spring new men were em- 
ployed, and yesterday they demanded higher 
pay. Ten of them were discharged by Supt. 
McCullough. The men employed last year 
have appealed to the National Longshore- 
men’s union for aid, and President Keefe is 
expected to arrive in a few days to settle 
the matter.

BISHOP TAYLOR OF QUINCY DEAD 


INinois Prelate of the Episcopal Church 
Dies at Sanitarium at Ke- 
nosha, Wis. 


Quincy, III., April 27.—[S8pecial.]—Bisho 
Frederick William Taylor of the Quincy dio- 
cese of the Episcopal church is dead at Keno- 
sha sanitarium of acute Bright’s disease. 

Bishop Tayor was one of the best known 
and most prominent men in his church as a 
pulpit orator, lecturer, and writer. He was 
born.in Toledo, O., on Jan. 11, 1858, was 
graduated from Western Reserve at Hudson, 
O.,.in 1873, and from the General Theological 
seminary of New York in 1876. He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop: Bedell at Grace 
church in Cleveland on July 5, 1876, and 
served as a missionary until October of that 
year. after which he went abroad for seven 
months’ travel and study. His ordination as

priest took place in the Church of the Trans- 
figuration in New York City on Sept. 30, 1877, 
Bishop Horatio Potter officiating. One year 
he served with the Rt. Rev. Joseph H. John- 
son, now bishop of Los Angeles, who was 
then at Highland, Ulster county, N. Y. 

When George F. Seymour was consecrated 
bishop of Springfield the Rev. Mr. Taylor 
came west with him, and became rector of 
Holy Trinity church in Danville, Ul. From 
September, 1886, until Aug. 6, 1901, he was 
rector of St. Paul’s pro-cathedral in Spring- 
field, Ill. On the latter date he was conse- 
crated bishop of the Quincy diocese. 


OBITUARY. 
WILLIAM GEUDER, a well known manu- 


facturer in Milwaukee, died suddenly last 


night of apoplexy in the bathroom of his resi- 
dence in that city. Mr. Geuder was 51 years 
od and leaves a widow, two sons, and three 
daughters.

Mrs. Lewis’ daughters repeated the moth- 
er’s story, and as the women, one after an- 
other, were overcome several other women 
in the room became frightened and started 
to scream. 

Expert Testimony Taken. 

Later Dr. Harold N. Moyer, neurologist, 
was called as a witness and testified he had 
been convinced from an objective examina- 
tion of the defendant that his epilepsy had 
not been so marked as to affect his sanity. 
After hearing the evidence of the women and 
witnessing the attack to which Mrs. Hake 
was subjected he took these subjective inci- 
dents into consideration and modified his 
testimony. 

Dr. E. L. Pope, who had been subpcenaed 
as a witness for the defense, left the court- 
room before called, and Judge McEwen sent
